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CAUT slams McGill on Mandel

In a confidential preliminary 
report, the Canadian Associa- 
tion of University Teachers has 
charged the McGill Political 
Science Department with 
discriminatory practices against 
former McGill professor David 
Mandel. 

The Daily learned yesterday 
that the CAUT, which has not 
yet officially -released the 
report, favours the reinstate- 
ment of Mandel and demands 
that the university grant him 



compensation for refusing him 
a position two years ago. 

Mandel, a Marxist, alleges 
that the department was 
motivated by political bias in re- 
jecting his application for a 
three year professorial position 
in April, 1980. 

The CAUT report states that 
"the burden of proof is on the 
department" to give valid 
reasons for rejecting Mandel, 
according to the source. 

The inquiry cites the failure 
of the department to give 



testimony which outweighs 
Mandel's evidence of political 
discrimination. The report also 
finds the university guilty of 
neglecting the CAUT's "Cana- 
dian first" guidelines in hiring 
professors, which the university 
insisted it made an attempt to

The department selection 

committee eventually chose an 

American, Joan Debardclcbcn, 

to fill the position.

Council never got quorum

A querulous Students' Coun- 
cil cast the die last night and just 
couldn't shoot quorum, in the 
second to last Council meeting 
of the semester. 

Twelve councillors, three 
short of the IS needed for 
quorum, chatted informally for 
about 20 minutes over a 
revamped two-item agenda. 

The meeting was supposed to 
fulfill the Society's obligation to 
hold two open meetings per 
year. Only two verifiable 
students were sighted in the au- 
dience. 

After a head count, Speaker 
Jbhn Kerry informed coun- 
cillors that their meeting could 
only deal with the Question 
Period and President's Report, 
effectively trashing seven other 
agenda items. 

Debate proceeded with coun- 
cillors unable to pass resolu- 
tions and make decisions. . 
. Dentistry rep John Pappel 



was taken aback by a proposed 
Daily-Tribune agreement, 
which he said was "contrary to 
everything Council has been 
working for this year." The 
agreement, which would have a 
four-page Society newsletter in- 
serted bi-weekly in the Daily 
next year, was one of the agen- 
da items which will be held over 
to next week's Council meeting. 

Society Presient Liz Norman 
responded that the executive 
committee had been mandated 
by Council to find various ways 
to produe the Tribune next year 
and that this was one of them. 
She added her belief that next 
year's Council should decide the 
matter. 

Mounting a defence of the 
proposal, Club rep Dave 
Toupin called the agreement a 
good idea, citing it as on way to 
increase £><7/7v-Society co- 
operation next year.

"emphatic" apology to 
Mandel, "reintegrate" him into 
the department and give him 
full financial compensation for 
the two years he has been par- 
tially employed while fighting 
the case. 

The report includes an indict- 
ment of the Principal of the 
university and the Dean of Arts 
for their attempts to hinder the 
investigation, conducted late 
last year on campus. It charges 
that the Dean circulated a letter 
which attempted to compel the 
department's staff to avoid 
cooperating with the inquiry. 

The CAUT noted, however, 
that Debardclcbcn was "highly 
qualified" for the position and 
praised her efforts to cooperate 
with the investigation. 



Both the executive director of 
the CAUT and the McGill ad 
ministration were not available 
late yesterday for comment. 
Mandel refused to comment on 
the issue. 

The CAUT report also accus- 
ed the McGill Association of 
University Teachers (MAUT) of 
failing to defend Mandel's in- 
terests. At the time, the MAUT 
advised him that he had no 
grounds for a complaint. 

MAUT executives could not 
be reached for comment. 

The Political Science Depart 
ment's guidelines in appointing 
professors are faulty, according 
to the report, although it re- 
mains unclear whether they 
were actually followed.

MCM faces off 
against Drapeau

The Montreal Citizens Move- 
ment (MCM) is planning to col- 
laborate with the Municipal Ac- 
tion Group (MAG) in this 
November's city elections. The 
two opposition groups are at- 
tempting to agree on a mayoral 
candidate who would run 
against incumbent mayor, Jean 
Drapeau. 

In preparation for their con- 
vention on April 16-18, the 
MCM is screening potential 
candidates for mayor. Mean- 
while, according to Michcal 
Fainstat, currently the only 
MCM city councillor, delegate 
committees are meeting with 
MAG to split up districts so that 
the parties aren't fighting over 
the same seats "where this is 
possible." 

"I'm optimistic that we can 
get together on a mayoral can- 
didate," he said. 

"In some ridings we have 
already decided which party will 



field a candidate," added 
former MCM councillor Arnold 
Bennett. 

"The situation is different 
now than in 1978(whén a split 
opposition carried Drapeau 
back into power) because peo- 
ple are not stupid," Bennett 
said. "You learn from mistakes 
or you don't survive too long." 

Bennet feels the combined 
opposition will probably defeat 
Drapeau in November. A 
newspaper poll last summer 
showed Drapeau's Civic Party 
with 47 per cent of the vote, 
MCM with 31 per cent, and 
MAG at 16 per cent. "And that 
was before our talk of a com- 
mon mayoral candidate or our 
recruitment drives," Bennett 
said. 

"Things have improved since 
then," he said 

Between ISO and 200 delegates 
to the party's convention in 
April will debate adopting a

OTTAWA (CUP) - The Cana- 
dian Association of University 
Teachers (CAUT) held a Week 
of Concern March 24 to 30 to 
protest federal and provincial 
undermining of the post- 
secondary education system, 



allowing Canadian universities 
to develop high quality teaching 
and research, but now they are 
abandoning that support. 

"Our governments have a 
habit of developing projects to 
world standards and then

said that "Canadian universities 
are in danger of going the way 
of the Avro Arrow (a fighter 
plane discontinued by the 
federal government in 1959)." 
He said the federal and provin- 
cial governments greatly ex- 
panded their support for educa- 
tion during, the. past .25. years, 



have a chance to fly," said 
Foulks. 

The Week of Concern coin- 
cided with Parliament's debate 
of Bill C-97, concerning federal- 
provincial fiscal arrangements. 
Current arrangements expire 
March 31, and a new policy 
must .be in .place by mid-April 



when equalization cheques are 
due to the provinces. 

The federal government 
wants to cut transfers to the 
provinces by $5.7 billion over 
the next five years, mainly by

"We wholeheartedly agree 
with those who argue that 
money matters in the decision to 
pursue a post-secondary educa- 
tion," the soon to be released 
report states. 

The report, authored by Paul 
Anisef, a York University 
sociology professor, states that 
financial assistance programs 
must be publicized in high 
schools and government pro- 
grams should be introduced at 
the stage where children and 
parents begin to discuss future 
educational and career options. 

Ross Perry, Ontario Federa- 
tion of Students researcher, 
agrees that tuition and financial 
barriers exist at all levels of 
educational 'decisions. 



It is a combination of 
economic, social and cultural 
factors that prevent low-income 
families from sending their 
children to post-secondary in- 
stitutions, he said. 

"If the Ontario government 
really wants people to pay their 
'fair share' of university costs, 
let low-income people go free as 
they do not use the system 
which their tax dollars 
support," he said. 

But the provincial govern- 
ment made only 400 copies of 
the Anisef report and according 
to Perry, this decision is "giving 
a limited run to a study which 
should be given a maximum 
run." 

He said the government 
should distribute thousands of 
copies to high schools, the 
federal government, parent- 
teacher organizations and other 
interested groups. 

Perry, said the provincial 
government should not expect 
families with an after-tax in- 
come of less than $7,700, to 
contribute towards the Ontario 
Student Aid Program. 

The report's reform recom- 
mendations include: 
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Soviet dissident released 
from Siberian prison

_ come out from the 
Soviet 'Union that Jewish ac- 
tivist Ida Nudcl was released 
from a penal colony in Siberia 
last Thursday, according to 
McGill Hillel co-ordinator Steve 
Singerman.. 

Nudel, imprisoned four years 
ago for her leadership in the 
campaign for the rights of 
Soviet Jews, is reported to have 
returned to her apartment in 
Moscow. 



According to Singerman, this 
is encouraging because it in- 
dicates some leniency on the 
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part of the Soviets. 

Previous statements by Soviet 
officials gave the impression 
that Nudel would not be allow- 
ed to return to Moscow, head- 
quarters for her operations on

was received on the state of 
Nudel's health, although it is 
apparent that her imprisonment 
was a debilitating ordeal. 

The only other piece of infor- 
mation leaked put from the 
Soviet Union is that Nudel con- 
vened an underground press 
conference yesterda; 



• head start and summer learn- 
ing programs for the poor, 
beginning in kindergarten, 

• a registered education sav- 
ings plan rewarding high 
schools that place students with 
low-income backgrounds in 
post-secondary education, and 

• improving guidance counsell- 
ing in high schools. 

"Many of these programs 
could be implemented by the ex- 
tension of existing programs," 
said Perry. 

He added the report lays the 
groundwork for future ac- 
cessibility studies with a 
methodology to monitor the 
participation rate of socio- 
economic status groups in 
universities and colleges. 



USA 'invented' 
Salvador storm

"The United States govern- 
ment chose to invent El 
Salvador, chose to invent the in- 
ternational significance of EI 
Salvador," said Nigel Harris, a 
professor at the University of 
London and a correspondent 
for the Economist. 

"El Salvador has been turned 
into the eye of the storm by a 
decision made in Washington. 
The people in EI Salvador had 
no wish to be in the eye of the 
storm but they have been driven 
into it," he said during his 
speech on Central America in 
Crisis at noon yesterday. 

Harris gave four lectures at 
McGill yesterday and Monday. 
In his address on Latin 
America, he stated that national 
economies and politics are all 
intertwined. 

"We are part of the world 
system, whether we like it or 
not," said Harris. 

According to Harris, the in- 
terconnection of different na- 
tions has meant that major 
economic trends of the past 
decades have had drastic effects 
upon Salvador. 

The unemployment and 
decline of American industry 
and the decision taken by 
NATO in 1976-77 to rejuvenate 
its weaponry are two such ex- 
amples of Western economic 
developments that have spread 
to the lesser developed coun- 
tries. 

The consequences of ties to 
the global boom/slump system 
are landless peasants, famine 
and malnutrition in Central 
America. 

To divert anxieties about its 



own economy and placate the 
American public, the. United 
States has created an external 
threat in El Salvador, concluded 
Harris. 

"The American ruling class 
needs a scapegoat," said Har- 
ris. "The State department in- 
vents public opinion and invents 
issues." 

Contrary to wide-spread opi- 
nion, the United States is not 
bolstering the Salvadorean jun- 
ta for economic reasons, said 
Harris. Military assistance to 
the junta has exceeded 
cumulative investment in the 
country, he claimed. As well, in 
an age with nuclear technology, 
Salvador is no longer 
strategically or defensively im- 
portant to America. 

"It is a late 19th century 
Romantic ideal that indicates 
Central America is of acute geo- 
political interest," asserted 
Harris. 

"This is a demonstration of 
gratuitous and ruthless power 
by the world's most powerful 
state," he said. 

El Salvador was a prime site 
for a manifestation of 
American power because of its 
small size and weakness. U.S. 
triumphs in that country would 
compensate for losses in Cuba, 
Vietnam, Angola, and 
elsewhere, according to Harris. 

Whatever the reasons for 
American involvement, the 
situation in El Salvador is one 
of "appalling savagery and bit- 
terness." 

"The population is being 
decimated," and "the ruling 
classes are driven to the use of 
terror and violence just to hang 
on," said Harris. 



CFS must "moderate to survive" 



WINNIPEG (CUP) — 
Canada's newly-restructured 
national student movement has 
a future only if it sticks to the 
middle of the road politically, 
according to the president of the 
University of Winnipeg 
Students' Association. 

John Hutton said the fledgl- 
ing Canadian Fedeiation of 
Students (CFS) is necessary 
"because things are going to get 
extremely tough before they get 
better." 

University of Winnipeg 
students have historically been 
enthusiastic supporters of pro- 
vincial and national student 
organizations. The U of W was 
one of the original seven institu- 
tions to vote for full CFS 
membership. 

Hutton said he does not 
believe Canadian students are 
becoming more conservative in 
the 1980s. "For every move to 
the right, there is an equal and 
opposite move to the left," he 
said. 

This polarization "makes it 
more important to have an 



association among students and 
universities that will- take the 
middle of the road. There's an 
enormous potential for the CFS 
to come in and act as a bridge 
between student unions," he 



said. 

But Hutton added that the 
CFS will not achieve this goal if 
it takes strong political stands 
that alienate some students' 
unions.

"Taxes, housing and 
democracy seem to be the most 
pressing issues," Bennett said 
of the program. "Property 
taxes and rents are hitting trie 
citizen at home." 
Bennett says MCM favours 



differential taxes for Mon- 
trealers, with homeowners pay- 
ing the least, businesses more, 
and land speculators who own 
vacant lots the most. 

He claimed that many Notre 
Dame de Grace homes are 
grossly over-valued, and conse- 
quently allot higher taxes to the 
city, while vacant lots are gross- 
ly under-valued. 

"The city recently bought a 
piece of land for three or four 
times its assessed value," Ben- 
nett said. 

Bennett said that by col- 
laborating with property 
speculators to drive up evalua- 



tions (resulting in higher taxes 
for homeowners), the city is 
financing a budget that expands 
well above the inflation rate. 

"Property evaluations went 
up 54 per cent in NDG this 
year," he noted. 

Bennett also criticised the ci- 
ty's charter, which prevents 
core communities from holding 
référendums to change govern- 
ment policy. 

Though neighbourhoods 
within Greater Montreal, such 
as NDG and Snowdon have

More on contexts 
To the Dally: 

As regards to your article headlined 
"Dean of Students to resign" by Peter 
F. Kuitenbrouwer which appeared in the 
March 24th issue, I wish to correct some 
of the factual errors as well as quotes at- 
tributed to me which were taken out of 
context.

To the Daily: 

Let's talk about the conference 
("StudSoc duo blows $1,600...", 
"Society budget..."). Yes, money was 
budgeted for the Students' Society to be 
represented at some conferences. This 
includes the recent ASAE conference in 
New York attended by Bruce Williams 
and Earle Taylor. Neither the Executive 
Committee nor Council approved this 
specific conference —not even in princi- 
ple. 

At least twice this year, the Executive 
Committee has declined offers to attend 
other conferences. Though money had 
been budgeted to accomodate these ex- 
penses, it is important to understand 
that money which is available should not 
necessarily be spent. 

Though the conference was a last 
minute event for Bruce Williams, it was 
on Ron Lerman's and Earle Taylor's 
agendas for months. Why did the Ex- 
ecutive Director (Lerman) never bring 
the conference up to an executive 
meeting? Normally, when money is to be 
spent we discuss it and impose a max- 
imum limit when necessary. 

Ron Lerman's loyal marriage to 
ASAE is not a new one. Bruce Hicks' 
found it "ironic that this year's Council 
toyed with the idea of paying the 
organization (ASAE)... up to $4,000 to 
find weaknesses in our organization." 
This was not ironic. This was indicative 
of the Lerman Plan for McGill Students' 
Society. It was consistent with Lerman's 
Association Business approach. The 
idea which Hicks points out was in- 
itiated by Lerman and defeated at Coun- 
cil. This means that the majority of the 
elected student representatives did not 
think we had a need to get involved with 
an organization which represents 
associations with fundamental structural 
and ideological differences from ours — 
especially for $4,000. 
. I am quite confident that if Lerman 
had introduced the idea of this con- 
ference at an Executive meeting, it 
would have been defeated as well. What 
have we, a Canadian students' associa- 
tion, to gain from a business-oriented, 
American organization? Conferences of 
relevance to students should not take 
place in hotels with $70 per night single 
rooms. Studfents and their empjoyees 
should not be flying to conferences 500 
miles away (return fare by train is $100 
less per person than what was spent). 

Earle Taylor informed me that he" 
would not have gone to the conference if 
he had to drive down and then stay in a 
fleabag hotel far from the conference 
site. It is unfortunate that an employee 
of a students' association is not prepared 
to be inconvenienced while receiving free 
training. Taylor has spent $2700 in stu- 
dent funds over the last three years (in- 
stigated by Lerman) to receive a nine- 
day certificate in Educational program- 
ming. 

Why was there so much money in the 
conference budget? Budgets are drawn 
up, for the most part, by copying the 
previous year's budget. Changes are 
made to reflect new priorities and infla- 
tion. Since budgets get formed 
simultaneously with priorities — much 
that is copied is really not reflective of 
the changing direction of the Society. 

By claiming that the budget existed 
and then authorising the expenditures, 
Lerman shows us how easily he can 
abuse, i.e. take advantage of, the Socie- 



ty that employs him. His expan- 
sionist/growth attitute is not what the 
Students' Society needs for 1982, 1983, 
84, 85... 

We do not need the ASAE. 

We do not need a $40,000 food and 
beverage manager with expanding career 
ambitions (as this year's exueitvie 
prepares to leave, Lerman has already 
started lobbying the new executives to 
hire a super professional to run the 
cafeteria and the pub. This si not ironic). 

We do need to educate. 
To investigate. 
To activate.

eliminating the revenue 
guarantees plan. Some of the 
lost revenues to the provinces 
will be made up by tax changes, 
but net revenue loss will still be 
at least $3.5 billion, according 
to CAUT. 

Donald Savage, executive 
secretary of CAUT, said he 
does not expect the federal 
government to reinstate the 
revenue guarantee plan 
"because that would be asking 
it to lose face." 

But CAUT wants the federal 
government to make up the net 
loss in provincial revenue 
through some means. Provin- 
cial governments have said the 
cuts to fiscal transfers will 
reduce their ability to fund post- 
secondary education. 

Savage said while EPF is be- 
ing renegotiated funding in- 
creases are ranging greatly from 
province to province. 

The CAUT sent telegrams of 
congratulation to the govern 
ments of Saskatchewan, 



Manitoba and Alberta for their 
1982-83 university funding in- 
creases of 17.0 per cent, 15.7 
per cent .and 14.5 per cent 
respectively. Savage said in- 
creases of 12.2 per cent in On- 
tario, and those expected in 
British Columbia and especially 
Quebec will be inadequate. The 
picture is not yet clear in the 
Atlantic, he said. 

Meanwhile, negotiations on 
Established Programs Financ- 
ing (EPF), which funds higher 
education and health care, have 
been delayed following the ex- 
tension of the program to April 
1983. 

The federal government has 
said it will extend EPF further, 
to April 1984, if the provinces 
agree to two conditions: they 
must increase funding to higher 
education at least as much as 
federal EPF transfers: 11.7 per 
cent in 1982-83 and 11.9 per 
cent in 1983-84; and they must 
agree to discuss methods to 
achieve national education 



goals, including accessibility, 
accountability, mobility, 
cooperative planning and bil- 
ingualism. 
CAUT contends that: 

• EPF should be extended to 
April 1984. During the first 
year, they want federal and pro- 
vincial inquiries, preferably 
jointly-held, into post- 
secondary education. In the se- 
cond year, a deal would be 
negotiated. . 

• The federal-provincial 
split in funding should remain 
the same during negotiations. 

• No province should suffer 
significant decreases in total 
fiscal transfer from the federal 
government during negotia- 
tions, because this would reduce 
its ability to finance advanced 
education. 

• The national goals outlin- 
ed by the federal government 
should not be adopted as they 
are, but they should be the sub- 
ject of talks: 

• Many provinces,Jn par- 



ticular Ontario, breed cynicism 
when they purport to defend 
academic freedom and institu- 
tional autonomy. 

• Many governments focus 
on glamour projects, such as 
Alberta's massive spending on 
medical research, but neglect 
core funding. 

• The universities are 
responsive to changing student 
needs, and warned of impen- 
ding shortages of scientists and 
engineers before it was 
fashionable to do so. 



• "The attempt by the 
federal minister of employment 
and immigration to transform 
universities into trade schools 
and to substitute for the free 
market of student choice an 
authoritarian scheme by which 
the federal civil service would 
determine what students could 
and could not take at the 
university" is unacceptable. 

• Educational quality should 
be equalized as much as possible 
across the country.

The department appoint- 
ments committee originally 
recomended Mandel for the 
position but the departmental 
assembly rejected his applica- 
tion by a vote of 13 to nine. 
MandePs name was sent to the 
department a second time after 
the preliminary (appointments) 
committee voted four to four to 
nominate him again. The 
department chairperson, Frank 
Kunz, ruled this out of order. 

Debardeleben was subse- 
quently recommended to the 
department and her nomination 
was approved overwhelmingly. 

Subsequent, comments by 



professors and students who at- 
tended the meetings led Mandel 
to believe his rejection was 
politically motivated by what 
many believe to be a 
predominantly conservative 
department. The Political 
Science Students Association 
formed a Mandel Support Com- 
mittee and pursuaded the 
department to clarify their hir- 
ing guidelines. 

The CAUT will "submit the 
report to both sides and ask for 
comment," according to the 
source, who wished to remain 
anonymous. 

"Whether the CAUT's going 
to stand by it or whether 
McGilPs going to accept" the 
recommendations is unsure, 
said the source. The CAUT has 



no legal authority in the matter. 

Principal Johnston has said 
he will await the decision of the 
Québec Human Rights Com- 
mission, which is expected to 
release its separate investigation 
before the end of April. The 
Commission is a legal provincial 
body which is obligated to take 
the case to court on behalf of 
Mandel, should they find in 
favour of him. 

"Neither side proved the 
other to be guilty, but the 
weight of evidence (rested) with 
Mandel, "noted the source. "He 
won the Canadianisation issue 
100 per cent — hands down. 

"The only question is will 
they (CAUT) stick by it — And 
will McGill accede to the 
demands."

Last Thursday, by a vote of 15 
to 5, the professors fo the 
Faculty of Law defeated a mo- 
tion to increase student 
representation on the Faculty 
Council from four to eight. It 
was a bad day for McGilPs law 
school. 

Many students, including a 
good percentage of law 
students, are unaware of a con- 
frontation that took place "up 
the hill" last year over this same 
issue. This article is a grim up- 
date of that story. 

Last year law students staged 
a "day of silence" as an angry 
reaction to the Faculty's refusal 
to increase student representa- 
tion from four to six. The 
method of protest, refusal of 
students to participate in 
classroom discussion, was sug- 
gested by the current LUS Presi- 
dent Campbell Stuart as an 
alternative both to an all-out 
strike and to a complete failure 
to respond. 

Said Stuart at the time: "This 
is not a strike, but a peaceful 
and appropriate means to show 
our dissatisfaction. This (the 
Law Faculty) is a cooperative, 
and they (the professors) de- 
pend on us as much as we de- 
pend on them." 

Almost without exception, 
students refused to speak in the 
highly charged classrooms on 
that day. The protest was an 
unusual display of solidarity in 
a faculty where students have in 
recent years been, to a large ex- 
tent, dissatisfied with the legal 
education being offered, but 



usually unable to agree how it 
can be improved, or even if 
anything can be done by 
students to improve law study at 
McGill. 

Not all students were happy 
with the day of silence. Some 
thought it did not go far enough 
to voice our protest, while 
others were afraid of missing 
lectures, as some professors 
reacted angrily by cancelling 
classes, or refusing to lecture. 
However, few believed this was 
the last they or Faculty would 
hear about the issue of increas- 
ed representation. 

But between this and the vote 
this year, the atmosphere in the 
Law Faculty improved 
dramatically. Last year students 
were impatient and aggressive in 
pushing for change within the 
School, while Faculty appeared 
reactive and paranoid. This year 
it seemed students and pro- 
fessors were working together 
to develop improvements to the 
legal education offered by the 
Faculty. 

To a large degree, this radical 
change was thanks to the elec- 
tion on an LUS Executive led by 
Campbell Stuart which pursued 
a vision of the Law School as a 
community that necessarily 
dépendes upon cooperation bet- 
ween students and 
Faculty. 

The cooperative nature of our 
Law Faculty is not a matter of 
debate, and goes well beyond 
the classroom interchange 
around which most professors 
structure their teaching. In- 
creasingly, students are being

called upon to operate Law 
School functions, as budgets are 
cut and professors complain 
about being overworked and 
underpaid. Currently, cither on 
a voulnteer basis or for 
academic credit, students 
publish the McGill Law Jour- 
nal, operate the job placement 
service and the bookstore which 
arranges for the printing and 
sale of professors' casebooks, 
run two acedemic credit- 
granting programs with 
minimal Faculty participation, 
act as teaching assistants for 
first-year courses, and provide 
much of the legwork on stan- 
ding Faulty Council commit- 
tees. In addition to these pro- 
grams which the administration 
is more or less obliged to pro- 
vide one way or another, there 
are, of course, numerous other 
student groups all of which con- 
tribute to making the School an 
attractive place for bright young 
would-be lawyers which are, 
after all, the raison d'être of a 
law school. 

It was hoped, of course, that 
faculty would recognize that 
students are assuming a more 
active role in faculty affairs, 
that they can contribute con- 
structive initiatives, and that a 
cooperative venture is better for 



all than the old paternalistic ap- 
proach to education that has 
long since been discarded in 
most other faculties at McGill, 
and most law faculties 
elsewhere. It was hoped Faculty 
would realize that students will 
not be content to accept more 
and more responsibility for the 
running of the faculty without a 
concomitantly increased voice 
in the direction the Faculty 
takes. 

These hopes and, perhaps, 
the hopes of a truly cooperative 
Law Faculty, were answered re- 
soundly by Faculty Council last 
Thursday. The shattering blow 
the Faculty dealt the student 
body was all the more galling in 
the light of certain cir- 
cumstances. 

Where does this leave the 
Law students of McGill Univer- 
sity? For many of us, after three 
or four years, this is the final 
disillusionment. Not even, it 
seems, the greatest good faith 
will alter the defensiveness, con- 
descension and paternalism of a 
large segment of Faculty. For 
LUS President Campbell 
Stuart, it must seem a most 
cruel blow, having staked a 
great deal of personal effort and 
political faith on this failed ob- 
jective. Hopefully, we will learn 



someday that the defect lay not 
in the philosophy of coopera- 
tion, but in the idiosyncracies of 
the Law Faculty. 

Curiously, the disillusion- 
ment of McGill Law students 
does not seem to bother many 
law professors, perhaps because 
of the unfortunate fact that law 
students everywhere complain 
about law school. This is taken 
to be the natural condition of 
law students, and ample reason 
to do nothing about it. 

It seems, however, that this 
bankrupt philosophy may final- 
ly be catching up to the Law 
Faculty. A large faction of 
McGill Law professors appear 
to have forgotten that a law 
faculty must attract students, 
good students. There is every in- 
dication that McGill is finding it 
increasingly difficult to do so as 
demographic facts indicate a 
depletion of McGilPs natural 
pool of potential candidates. In 
this light, it would probably be 
good strategy to make the 
school as attractive a place for 
students a s possible. So the last 
laugh may be on those tenured 
professors who find themselves 
without a law faculty.

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Election spun wheels

Elections are generally taken to be cure-alls. They are, in the 
words of an American congressman, always good for everybody 
no matter what. At first impression, however, Sunday's vote in El 
Salvador wasn't "good" for anyone. 

. If one can believe the news reports, there was a turnout of ap- 
proximately 70 per cent in the ballot. The Christian Democrats 
received some 41 per cent of the vote; the extreme right-wing 
ARENA party followed with 29 per cent, and the balance split 
between four conservative parties falling ideologically somewhere 
between the two leading formations. 

For the centre-left and leftist opposition boycotting the elec- 
tions in favor of the on-going guerilla war, the turnout may have 
been a significant setback. The FLMN/FDR has been waging a 
successful diplomatic offensive in recent months, which had done 
much to discredit the U.S. Reagan administration's economic and 
military support of the ruling junta, most significantly within the 
halls of the U.S. Congress. 

The rebels will argue that the people voted in the overwelming 
numbers they did because their alternative was violence at the 
hands of the government. Nevertheless the Reagan administration 
will now probably be able to successfully maintain that the elec- 
tions were a sign of confidence in the regime and the "democratic 
process", and pending further developments, Congressional sup- 
port for aid to the Salvadorean government is therefore probably 
assured for the time being. 

Whatever the threats by the military against the population 
might have been, the turnout is an indication that the rebels have 
some distance to travel before they can claim the full and active 
support of the Salvadorean people, a point which will not be lost 
on other western governments, including Canada's, who were at- 
tempting to distance themselves from the status quo in El 
Salvador. 

However, if the election was a setback for the rebels, it was not 
a victory for the regime or its American patron, either. The 
Salvadorean junta's experiment in a right /centre-right electoral 
contest has produced a constituent assembly riven with internal 
contradictions which do not appear immediately solvable. The 
Christian Democrats did not secure an absolute majority, and 
there are no obvious coalition partners available among the five 
rightist parties. A marriage between the Christian Democrats and 
one of the other parties might have to be arranged at the price of 
the truncation of the tentative Christian Democratic "reform pro- 
gram". Given that the Christian Democrats are probably attached 
to their platform, their prospects of controlling the assembly seem 
weak. 

A more likely political outcome is a coalition of some of the 
right-wing parties, who together secured 59 per cent of the vote, 
under the leadership of ARENA. The leadership of that party has 
been identified by Carter-era American diplomats as closely con- 
nected to the para-military death squads terrorizing the country. 
The emergence of a right-wing alliance controlled by ARENA 
would therefore likely trigger U.S. Congressional action to ter- 
minate U.S. economic and military aid to the regime, bringing 
about its swift and sure collapse. 

To the extent that one can predict a fluid situation, this 
observer is therefore betting that the military will 
eventually declare a deadlocked or ARENA-dominated consti- 
tuent assembly null and void, and continue to rule by decree as 
before, perhaps with some degree of continued civilian participa- 
tion. 

The rebels have not found in the elections that last, blatant act 
of ruling class farce required to diplomatially force the Reagan 
administration to back off on aid to the regime, the Christian 
Democrats do not seem to have achieved a political environment 
in which they can rule. The right-wing parties would take power at 
the likely price of abandonment by the United States. 

Wheels have spun but little has moved, and the war will con- 
tinue.

Should Daily be 'representing students 7 



Ever since I came to the Daily 
in the mid-1950s, I have read 
what seems like a million-plus 
words propagating the sort of 
mythology we again get in a let- 
ter by Alex Edwards (March 24) 
— the recurring theme that the 
Daily must of necessity "reflect 
the views of the students," i.e. 
the readers (and their inane 
"leaders" I suppose). 

As I recall it, the Daily was 
conceived in 1911 by W. 
Gladstone Murray and Stephen 
Leacock as a journal of free 
thought, and down through the 
years was occasionally involved 
in clashes with the Established 
Disorder, had few sacred cows 
and endeavoured to report upon 
any matter unpalatable or not, 
with a view to improving the 
social climate. 

Yet these letters keep arriv- 
ing, demanding that the Daily 
become as spineless and 
patronising as the commercial 
press, an unfortunate conces- 
sion already having been made 
in recent years via the Weekly 
supplement's reviewing of the 
"pop-rock" machismo-sexist 
subculture rather than roundly 
condemning it as is done in 
many European countries and 
the Third World. 

I said it then and I say it now, 
that democracy within a 
capitalist context is dying and 



the process wil continue. It is 
the duty of freethought journals 
like the Daily to (and here is 
where the paper has faltered) 
escape the academic brain- 
washing of the conventional 
"economists" and social 
"sciences" to analyse the ongo- 
ing societal disintegration and 
act as catalysts of social change, 
lest we all be plunged into 
poverty, chaos and violent con- 
frontations. 

. Those who continue to write 
such letters as I refer to arc not 
facing reality. They dwell in 
ivory towers and erroneously 
believe they will escape the ap- 
proaching storm. 

Mr. Edwards has already 
stated his opinions in the Daily 



and is therefore "represented." 
I suggest others with similar or 
opposing views do likewise and 
refrain from telling the Daily 
what not to print, be it pro- 
paganda or straight news and 
features. Were it not for pro- 
paganda against German 
militarism, the outcome of the 
last war could have had more 
serious consequences for all of 
us. Anti-Vietnam War pro- 
paganda was instrumental in 
terminating that recent disaster 
and there arc still many 
"brushfire" wars to control on 
this planet before they become 
conflagrations.

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Because of statements like these and 
the controversy over the proposed 
deployment of the cruise missile, the 
European peace movement, obscure and 
ignored by the media until 1979, has 
grown in popular support. 

European cities exploded in 
demonstrations last fall. People took to 
the streets in masses to protest the super- 
powers' nuclear arms race and the ap- 
parent American and Soviet unwill- 
ingness to negotiate for a reduction in 
their nuclear arsenals. 

The rallies were the largest in Europe 
since World War II. On October 10th, 
more than 300,000 (or three per cent of 
the Belgian population) marched 
through Brussels. On November 14th, 
500,000 people marched through 
Madrid. " 

In all, more than two million Euro- 
peans have demonstrated in the streets 
of the continent's major cities to date. 

The American and Western European 
governments were quyick to point out 
that the Demonstrations were focused 
on anti-American and anti-NATO 
slogans and propoganda, The media 
shared this view. 

Since last fall, the number and size of 
the demonstrations has declined. The 
Americans quickly pointed out that 
because of situations such as the imposi- 
tion of martial law in Poland, the 
"communist-led" peace movement has 
lost most of its initial support. Again, 
the press' simply reported what govern- 
ment sources told them. 

Peace activist Peter Jones is currently 
on a cross-continent tour of North 
America, trying to dispel some of the 
myths being disseminated about the 
European movement. 

"There is a deliberate distortion by 
the establishment in the U.S. to discredit 
us by saying we are purely anti- 
American. That is simply not true," he 
told a Vancouver peace group recently. 

Jones has been involved with the 
Campaign for Nuclear Disarmament in 
Britain since 1958. He has also been ac- 
tive in other peace work, notably the 
Nuclear Free Pacific movement. Recent- 
ly he has participated in disamament 
rallies in Western Europe, and observed 
the peace movement in Eastern Europe. 

Speaking with groups in North 
America, Jones finds he must continual- 
ly emphasize that the peace movement is 
not solely anti-American or anti-NATO. 

"If you go to the dwmonstrations, 
you see equal emphasis on Reagan and 
Brezhnev, SS-20 and cruise missile," 
sayd Jones. "It wouldn't make sense if 
our movement were to exclude Eastern 
Europe. The fact is you can't have an 
arms race without both sides, amd we 
know perfectly well those Soviet missiles 
are targeted on our cities in Western 
Europe. We don't want SS-20 anymore 
than we want cruise — both pose a 
threat to us." 

The Soviets have been deploying 
SS-20 intermediate range missiles in 
Europe on a regular basis since 1977. 
soviet offcials say these are deployed to 
update their existing arsenal of SS-4 and 
SS-5 missiles. But NATO counters that 
the Soviets are achieving superiority in 
Europe. In December 1979, NATO 
decided to deploy 572 ground-launch 
cruise and Pershing II missiles in 
Europe,- all equipped with multiple- 
targeted nuclear warheads. 

The Europeans' greatest concern is 
the Reagan administration's apparent 
belief that it can fight and win a nuclear 
war in Europe. Aggravating the problem

is the apparent unwillingness of the 
Superpowers to enter into any kind of 
serious negotiations on nuclear arms 
reduction. 

"The real change has been the reversal 
of the U.S. nuclear strategy in the past 
few years from the old emphasis on 
deterrence through the NATO nuclear 
doctrine of MAD (mutually assured 
destruction) to two other possible 
scenarios: fighting and winning a full- 
scale nuclear war or fighting a limited 
nuclear war," says Jones. 

A limited nuclear war would exclude 
the two major powers from attacking 
each other with their vast arsenals of 
strategic nuclear missiles. For Europe it 
would be devastating. 

Even ignoring potential European 
casualties, Jones says we all have a stake 
in preventing nuclear warfare. 

"If it didn't remain a limited nuclear 
war, Canada would certainly become in- 
volved as well, because Canada's major 
cities are generally considered to be 
Soviet targets. 

"Canadians have an interest in 
preventing so-called limited nuclear war- 
fare in Europe as well. You won't find 
out if you can limit such a war until you 
actually start one." 

A common misconception about the 
arms race is that whenever NATO 
perceives a numcrial inferiority in its 
nuclear arms, a new weapons build-up is 
justified. 

"This is the old 'chicken in the egg' 
argument," Jones said. "You can play 
the numbers game and prove anything 
you like. The fact is both sides have 
enough nuclear weapons in Europe to 
blow us sky high numerous times, so 
what the hell does it matter who's 
ahead? 

"According to the Centre for Defence 
information in Washington D.C., there 
are approximately 7,000 tactical nuclear 
weapons deployed in the NATO coun- 
tries of Western Europe and between 
5,000 and 6,000 in the Warsaw Pact 
countries of Eastern Europe and the 
Soviet Union. How many more weapons 
do they need?" 

Jones adds that the movement does 
not hold both sides equally responsible. 
"The U.S. has led the arms race with 
every technological innovation and the 
USSR has raced along behind. As 
Brezhnev said to Reagan recently, 'we 
will match you weapon for weapon*. 

"Then you have Reagan who says we 
must negotiate from a position of 
strength. Well he damn well hasn't 
learned from history. Because if you're 
negotiating from a position of strength, 
do you expect the Soviets to negotiate 
from a position of inferiority? 

"That is the whole point of war; to 
put yourself in a position to impose 
terms on the other party. Brezhnev will 
no longer recognize the fact that Reagan 
wants the U.S. to be number one again. 
This is why there hasn't been an agree- 
ment for years because they've attacked 
the problem with this kind of menmtali- 

ty. 

"We Europeans are in a unique posi- 
tion to take a different view of this situa- 
tion than the two superpowers who take 
a rather obscure view of each other when 
seen from their own territory." Accor- 
ding to Jones it is important to unders- 
tand both sides because their relation- 
ship is the root of the problem.
